Some of the papersave pounding away
at the streot commissioner because he
does not “set the vagrants, now heing
futtened at police station, to work cut-
ting the weeds on the streets, o that
strangers passing through can see the
city.” Tho fact of the matter is that the
commissioner is batter off without them
than he would be with them. They are
like the horse that ean be led to water,
but eannot be made to drink, They can
be taken out on the streets, but cannot
bemnde to work, The laws of this stute
are extremely favorable to this cluss of
good-for-nothing wanderers. When put
to work they quietly sit down nnd refuse
to do anything but enjoy themseclves,
The law forbids a bread and water dict,
und does not protect the authorities in
compeling them to work., They ean be
sont to juil and fed by the taxpayers, or
discharged by the court and then fed in-
dividually by the citizens. For this rea-
son Judge Aylesworth daily discharges
them, rather than impose on the tux-
payers, What is needed is a change in
the statutes so that the vags can be
sentenced to jail on bread and water for
thirty or sixty days, or be compelled to
work in u chain gang or on a rock pile.
